Counsel For Goecker Contend That 


Suit Was Properly Brought 


Under Law of 1909. 


The 
ease of W illiam Goecker to 
contest the election of Je rry M cO s­ 
ker to the office o f county sheriff, was 
called iii the circuit court at I o’clock 
tliis afternoon 
when 
the 
attorneys 
begari their arguments upon the de­ 
murrer filed by McOsker, the con­ 
testee. 
The demurrer to the speci­ 
fications were filed upon the ground;, 
that it should have been filed in the 
circuit court. 
There is quite an ar-1 
ray of attorneys on both sides and 
the case is being fought hard. 
M c­ 
Osker is represented bv Kochenour 


& Prince, Flan k Branaman and Seba 
A. Barnes, while the attorneys for 
Goecker are Judge O. H. Montgom­ 
ery, Judge John M. Lewis and Frank 
8. Jones. 


Mr. Barnes opened the argument 
tor the contestee. 
Me argued that 
the ease should have been brought be­ 
fore the circuit court and that as it 
was filed before the commissioners it 
should be dismissed. 
The attorneys for Goecker argued 
that the recount law has been re­ 
pealed, and that there was no error in 
filing before tile commissioners an a c­ 
tion to contest the election of M c­ 
Osker. 
They base their contention 
upon the law which was passed iii 
1909, which they say repealed tin 
recount law of 1881. 
B y the recount law of 1881 it was 
provided that all ballots should be 
preserved, but this law, it is stated. 
was repealed by the law of 1880 
which established the Australian bal­ 
lot system which i- now used, 
This 
law provided that all ballots, except 
those which were contested or mut­ 
ilated, would Ik* burned immediateh 
after the count was made by the (‘lec­ 
tion board. 
It is further argued that the law 
o f 1909 amended the law of 1889 so 
as to require the ^preservation of all 
used and protested ballots. 
The last 
election was the first one in which all 
o f the ballot s were preserved. 
The case was heard before the 
board 
of 
commissioners 
several 
months ago. but the commissioners 
held that they only had authority to; 
order the mutilated aud protested 
ballots counted. 
These were opened 
and upon a recount each of the coin 
fe&tants were given four votes, which 
did not change the result, 
McOsker I 
won the election bv 
votes.

The attorneys for the contestee 
urge that the (‘ase was properly filed 
before the commissioners and that 
either party had the right to appeal 
to the circuit court. 
The arguments continued until the 
court closed this afternoon.

F. L. BARKLEY RELEASED. 


Was Held in Japaia, Mexico, for Over 
Four Months. 


Word has been received here that 


J r milk L. Barkley, a conductor on a 
railroad in Mexico has been released 
from jail in Jap aia. where he had 
been held for over four months on the 
charge of shooting a drunken fireman 
who he attempted to [nit off his train. 
Mr. I kirk ley formerly lived here aud 
was a conductor on the Ii. & (). SA Y. 
He is the brother o f George Barklev, 
formerly of this city, now of Cincin­ 
nati. 
File friends of Mr. Barkley were 
greatly interested in his; case, as it ; 
was known that he was acting within 
the scope of his duty when the shoot- j 
lug took place. 
The fireman was em- j 
ployed upon tin* engine, and was so 
I intoxicated that Mr. Barkley did not 
consider it safe tor him to continue 
tile trip. 
Ile ordered him to le a ve 
the engine, whereupon 
the fireman 
kicked him about the chest and face, 
injuring him painfully. 
In order to 
protect himself, the conductor drew 
his revolver and fired al the fireman, 
but did not fatally wound him. B ark ­ 
ley was immediately placed iii jail, 
and was held for four months b e fo re 
his friends knew where he was. 
I he jails in Mexico are kept in a 
horrible condition, and as they have I 
very little system of providing for 
trials, Mr. Barkley was in danger of 
being kept there f o r several years 
before he could receive a hearing. 
His friends provided him with sup­ 
plies while he was in the jail.

When tin* disease prevails the public 
i- warned against going to public 
meetings of any kind or allowing 
children to roam the streets.

This “great opportunity,” 
it says, “aw aits you in Manitoba, Sas­ 
katchew an or Alberta.” 
F arther on it 
talks very much in the sam e strain as 
the “rending notice” already mention­ 
ed to wit, “Governm ent returns show 
th a t the num ber of settlers in western 
Canada from Hie United States was GO 
per cent larger in 1910 than the pre­ 
vious year.” It is signed “Canadian 
Government Agent,” with the legend 
“ Use Address Nearest You.” 
Every man that is lured into Canada 
on these representations Is a loss to 
the United States, a loss to American 
merchants, a loss to American news 
papers, lit* becomes a Canadian tax­ 
payer. and America is deprived of bls 
productive energy.

for consideration on second reading, 
two im portant victories were won by 
the “dry"’ a d h e r e n ts 
In the house. 
The first of the victories was In the 
adoption of an am e n d m e n t providing 
that u nder this proposed act all re 
newals of licences shall be regarded as 
new licensee 
The second victory la.\ in the adop 
Mon of an a m e n d m e n t to do a w a) with 
all roadhouses in dry counties within 
four miles of the limits of an incor­ 
porated city. 
Part} lines were so m e ­ 
what broken in the consideration of 
these two am e n d m e n ts, as in the con­ 
sideration and adoption of tile a m e n d ­ 
ment providing that the results of this 
week's option elections shall not be 
affected bv the measure 
The m ajori­ 
ty report of the comm ittee was for 
passage of the bill, and a f te r these 
three a m e n d m e n ts were adopted the 
bill was advanced to engrossm ent. 


Effect of the A mendment. 


The effect of the a m en dm ent, it is 
held, will be far-reaching if concurred 
in by tile s e n a te and written into the 
proposed law 
Under the Proctor 
liquor regulation hill, soon to go into 
conference 
betw een 
the house 
and 
senate, if is provided that w h e n a li­ 
cense expires it m a y tx* ren ew ed un­ 
less reasons provided for in the bill 
Interpose to prevent ifs tieing reissued. 
Under the a m e n d m e n t to the option 
bill, if if becom es a law, w hen a li­ 
cense expires It shall be subject to the 
regulations concerning the issuance of 
a new license as far as the option re­ 
pealing bill is concerned. 
It is held 
that this will operate to reduce the 
num ber of saloons in all “ w e t“ places 
where the ratio of saloons is more 
than one to every 500 population. 
The regulation

provides

with certain exceptions tile n u m b e r of 
saloons sliall be one to each 500 of 
population. 
In 
territory, 
however, 
where there a re now saloons this r a ­ 
tio will not Me effective until the ex­ 
cess of 500 is removed b> revocation j 
and other causes. 
Under the a m e n d ­ 
ment to the option Hi ll. it is pointed 
out, it will be more difficult to renew 
licenses, and the excess of 500 saloons 
will be i educed much more rapidly.

for additional registration to c a re for 
persons who were prevented by any 
legal causes contem plated in t h e pro­ 
posed act from registering on the pre­ 
ceding days, and to provide for the 
registration of persons moving into 
precincts following the preceding reg 
istration days. 
T h e proposed plan of 
change is to offer an a m e n d m e n t when 
the bill comes up on second reading 
providing equal privilege of re g ister­ 
ing on any of th e three days set a p a rt 
for regls'ratloa.
